I really didn't spend a lot of time putting together 
my email log. I worked the contest by pencil using 
my favorite mechanical, .9 pencil. I endd up with 6 
4x5 papers with about 34 QSO's each. The dupe sheets 
were per band with 15/10 meters doubled up and the 
(10) circled for repeat qso's on the paper. The a-Z 
method works well. 


I typed in the chronological log with a typical entry as: 
Hey! Note that Doc/KOevz has ARCI #9398, Mine is #9397!

I then filtered this primary log sorting by *40, 20 
etc. the "4" Caret anchors at beginning of line and 
the other two numbers are the band. 


As such:

I created bandXX.raw for 80-10 meters. 


I then could easily sort on field #3 (Callsign) and 
also field #5 (SPC) to check for dupes. 


As such: 
sort -k 3 band40.raw | awk '{ print $3%' > band40calls.sort 
sort -k 5 band40.raw | awk '{ print $5t' > band4@spcs.sort 


It was then quite easy to find duplicate calls in the file and 
annotate the arci_log99.txt and also summarize/edit the 
SPC's without error.

It is a clutzy program to operate, 
slow, and won't give a dupe sheet. But it is the ONLY one I have that will 
give me the proper scoring on ARCI tests. 


Many hams do not want to upgrade to windows machines when there are zillions 
of older machines out there available for pennies on the dollar. (Now, you 
Y2K gurus can just put a sock in it....you can manally roll over about 90% 
of the non-Y2K compliant CPUs so this is a moot point). 


I use a FedEX Powership-III as my main station computer (386 CPU). All three 
of my laptops are DOS machines (Two Toshibas and one no-name 386) which 
can't run windows.

Many hams do not want to upgrade to windows machines when there are zillions 
of older machines out there available for pennies on the dollar. (Now, you 
Y2K gurus can just put a sock in it....you can manally roll over about 90% 
of the non-Y2K compliant CPUs so this is a moot point).

>I saw my first K2 in person at a local hamfest over this past weekend. 


>2-I still think that $549 is xVERY* steep for an unassembled kit! 


Compare the K2 to a Wilderness Sierra with all band modules and KC-2 with 
new front panel and you will see that the Sierra comes out more expensive! 
>From all indications, the K2 is a better rig....although the Sierra is a 
"special purpose" radio, designed more for portable and mobile work than the 
K2. 


One of the things I found out when I reviewed a Ten-Tec Argo-II back in 1992 
was that it costs a commercial manufacturer the same amount of money to R&D 
and produce a 100 watt rig as it does to produce a QRP rig (this info was 
provided by the TT factory). The way I have it figured, Wayne and Eric will 
probably start seeing a profit about the time K2 #5000 is sold! Most 


consumers have absolutely NO idea of the amount of time and effort that goes 
into a project of the size. Not only R&D but publishing a manual, boxing 
parts, etc. 


I personally feel that $549 for a 9 band CW rig with the quality of the kK2 
is a steal of a deal. 


I will also play Devil's advocate and say that for the same amount of money 
one could purchase a used TT OMNI-C station, full of filters, with outboard 
VFO and PSU and have as good or better rig...including the ability to go to 
100 watts RF output. Basically the choice is yours.

I had a nice pair of Sony headphones go bad on me recently. They are the 
MDR-25 ‘phones. Well, while I was in Florida last week, my sister-in-law 
had the same problem with her Sony MDR-25 headphones. Funny thing is, 
both her 'phones and mine had the right channel go dead. It was the 
driver itself, not any of the wiring or cord. 


So where am I going with all of this? It turns out there is a nice 
magnet, probably a rare earth type, in each driver. After prying apart 
the plastic cover, there is a metal housing that holds the magnet with a 
single brass rivet. A quick application of a 1/4" drill bit removed the 
rivet end so the magnet can be pulled out. 


These little magents are about 3/8" in diameter, or about the correct 
size to build a set of paddles from.

Hi gang: 


Bear in mind that, as a QRP signal, you may not have the signal strength 

to rip exchanges off at 30wpm -- and be copiable at the other end. You can 
hit me with 35-40wpm and I'll copy it -- provided that chunks aren't lost in 
QRM/QRN/QSB. That does happen with weak signals. 


>From another perspective, I worked many QRP'rs who were working hard to 

put thru their exchanges at 16wpm. Be ready to seriously QRS when a station 
responds to you at a non-prize-level speed. While high-speed contesting is 

a noteworthy skill, remember that many QRP'rs are not "contesters" as such but 
get into QRP activities because it is supposed to be fun. 


Check out the SS or other "big contests" where QSO rates of 4-6/minute are 
the goal. The simple fact is that no one in a QRP contest is going to run 
4-6 QSO's per minute. So, what's the point? 


I have listened to QRP'rs go after DX at 30wpm and wondered whether they 
recognize the fact that dots and dashes are disappearing from the DX signal 
because of rapid QSB, QRN crashes and the like? 


So, let's not get carried away with this speed thing. I haven't heard anyone 
mention that they have been frustrated by not being able to copy many of the 
good signals because the speed was too high. But I have an intuition that if 
a poll were taken, there would be more than a few QRP'rs who said they were 
frustrated by the speed thing.

recognize the fact that dots and dashes are disappearing from the DX signal 
because of rapid QSB, QRN crashes and the like?

Not entirely true, in fact just the opposite can more often be the case. 
At higher speeds, a complete bit of information is more likely to fit 
between static crashes and QSB. At slow speeds, a dit or a dah can more 
easily be lost as the signal rises and falls or as the static crashes hit. 


I've fairly often lost contacts because the other guy slowed way down 
when asked for a fill, while I could easily have copied it if he had 
maintained his speed. 


In the ARCI this past weekend, NA reported that I was sending at 28 WPM 
all day Saturday. Very seldom was I asked for a fill, and even less 
often was I asked to QRS. On Sunday, I maintained between 24 and 26 WPM 
with no complaints and again, very few requests for fills. 


Also in favor of higher speeds - if you are not challenged to copy above 
your comfortable speed, you will never gain skill.

I'm sure we can agree that both views are based on experience 
and are true for true for given situations that we have observed. 


But remember that the 16wpm QRP'r is probably trying to copy with his 
pen and has not yet arrived at the point where he copies whole units 
in his/her head. One post, in fact, referred to the "epiphany" 
experience of an exchange being sent so fast that there was no time 
to write it down, but this individual was greeted with the entirely 
new experience of having copied in his head -- jumped the gap in 
other words.

I was going to let this thread go by, but I just had an experience with 
Wayne that made me think the rig certainly isn't overpriced. 


I finished #591 in time to use it in the ARCI test, and did reasonably 
well for the short time I could be on the air. Then, for some reason, I 
had no output power. 


I did _all_ the troubleshooting steps, measured all resistances and 
sniffed all the RF out, but still no luck. A series of e-mails with 
Wayne gave me some good pointers....I'm not really sharp about this 
voodoo electron stuff. 


Anyway, after three days, several e-mails and a lot of hope, the rig is 
alive again. Turns out that R50 in the driver section had gone bad, 
with no external indication. No smoke, no blowup. The measurements I 
had been feeding Wayne led him to ask me to check that, and sure enough, 
there was the problem. 


If I were to pay him ten bux or so an hour, it would have cost me a bit. 
Because these folks stand behind the product, they really want to see 
the owners have some success. 


I'd have paid much more for the experience of building it, and for what 
I have learned during troubleshooting this problem. 


Thanks Wayne, for your help. Thanks to Wayne and Eric for a fine rig. 
It's worth more than I paid for it.

Hi Barry, 
Well, I hate to disapoint you but...... I don't know of 


a Single contest station that uses decoders! They are 
just too slow to set up. 


One thing they can not do well at all is hear several 
stations at the same time and copy one of them. If you 
use narrow filters then you don't have the time to tune 
the station in! 


Most contestors run with at least a 500z filter and some 
use them wider than that! 


If you want a real shock, listen to (play in) the next 
NA Sprint. This contest is the fastest I know of. Speeds 
are consistantly over 40 wpm! They leave me in the dust! 


To help appreciate just how good lots of these guys are 
think about this..... they call CQ (computer memory) you 
send your call at, say 30 wpm. They copy your call and 
enter it into the computer and hit the send key and you 
only hear a space of about a dash or so before you hear 
your call comming back! 


So not only can they copy well but they are also good 
at typing! :-) 


The one great thing about contesting, at least to me, is 
that you can never be "done". You can always get better! 
There is always another idea in your head as to how you 

can get a few more points the next time! 


The typical contest program is like TR Log. It will 
connect to your radio, if the radio had a computer 

port. (All the "big" radios do). This tells the program 
what band you are on. It gets the time from the computer 
clock. It will send the exchange for you. It puts the 
serial number on the QSO for you. It does the duping 

for you. 


In general the computer and logging software do all the 
"house keeping" chores and lets you concintrate on the 
CW, band conditions, second radio, moving multipliers 
to other bands and etc. 


Computer have really redefinded contesting. But it's 
still nothing more than a tool to be used by the operator! 
Misuse it and you lose points! 


The thing that got me into using a computer was because my 
writing is so bad and with a computer I can read my log the 
next day! :-) 


In my years of playing radio, I have come to find out that 
the contest operators are the best overall operators there 
are! Now there is a second layer that are always looking 
for excueses and etc and I don't think a lot of them but 
what I call the "real" operators are good. 


And to my surprise, using a computer has increased my 
enjoyment by a long way! 


Gotta run and get ready to be the Fox tonight. Hope to 
hear you in there.

You will find that all of the "machine gun" stations are copying in their head - 
a good operator can outdo a machine copying code every time when the 

operating is being done in typical "contest" conditions. You will find that 
most of these guys can cpy at least 40 wpm.. 


With a little practice you will find that your "burst" code speed is a lot higher 
than you think - and that is what you are doing in a contest. You need to 

catch the call, and the exchange is pretty cut and dried. All you really need 

to catch is the number or other small 4-5 character unique item and the call. 

I cna copy comfortably (most days - HI!) at 35+ wpm, but I have clocked 

myself at over 50 wpm using RUFZ - a program that send calls at you, and I 

have seen guys go at 65 wpm.... 


It can be done. Keep working at it!

When the current version of the 
ScQRPion Dupe program reaches the point when we are happy with it, I 
will be porting the code over to a DOS version. The Window like 
appearance will still prevail, but, of course there will be no 
multitasking as in the real WINDOWS operating system. 

I began with WINDOWS, because at that time, most prospective users 
wanted the program to operate under a multitasking environment. I'm also 
working on retaining the large fonts used in the current version for all 
of us 50+ types ;). 


> The logging program I use is 

> WA2QAP's "Logger" program circa 1994. It is a clutzy program to operate, 

> slow, and won't give a dupe sheet. But it is the ONLY one I have that will 
> give me the proper scoring on ARCI tests. 


This is one of the reasons why I am developing the ScQRPion 

application. Main line programs like TR, CT etc. are GREAT for seasoned 
contesters, but they tend to be a bit daunting to new comers, and they 
don't often support QRP contests, especially "original" contests like 
BUBBA, FYBO etc.. Can't blame them for not covering every aspect of 


every contest. 


Many hams do not want to upgrade to windows machines when there are zillions 
of older machines out there available for pennies on the dollar.

Gang, 


Over six years ago QRP-L was started for the purpose of getting 
a group of mentors together to help others learn more about and 
appreciate the art of QRP communications. To increase 

the knowledge of electronics, physics, and engineering required 
to develop rigs, debug non-working components or systems, and 
to get a complete station on the air for making contacts. 


This goal was being met for some time and most likely still is, 

but throughout the years some additional baggage was picked up 

in the process. There are those individuals who seem to show 

up and make known that their opinions are worth a lot in their 

own minds and that they can and will do everything within their 
power to make trouble by disagreeing with anything that is being 
done by others. This is going to stop on QRP-L. We have lost a 
number of sharp designers/experimenters that were interested in the 
technical aspects of building and experimenting and operating and got 
tired of the increased noise ratio that has gone on. The following 
changes will be an attempt to get them and others back. 


I am not against discussion of points that have engineering or 
physical facts that can be argued. Political discussions and 
personalities should not be the issue in this forum and media. 


I am about to cover a cleaner/leaner QRP-L. In order to allow full 
discussion of QRP topics in the future, Jim Stafford, W4Q0, webmaster on 
the QRP ARCI site, has set up a forum. It is called QRP-F. A forum, for 
those who do not know, is a web based bulletin board - a place to post 
messages which must be read via a web browser. This is much like the html 
version of QRP-L. You don't have all the mail volume and you read what you 
want; ignore the rest. This is a very good use of web resources. 


The forum will compliment and work in conjunction with QRP-L and may be 
reached via the QRP ARCI web site: 


http: //www.qrparci.org 


A button lower on the home page will take you to the forum. You can bookmark 
the actual link once you get there. W4Q0, the administrator of QRP-F, and I 
will work together to make the whole package a great place for all manner of 
QRP topics. 


QRP-F is now operational. There is a FAQ and more guidelines may be 
developed as time goes on. One request - no cross postings, please. You 
can bookmark the actual link once you get there. 


There will be an archive and threads will die after about a week or so 
as they are removed after a time interval by the web master. 


There may be, for those that can't surf, an email option at a later date. 
Stay tuned for that announcement as it becomes reality. 


I dislike doing this, but it must be done and there are two possible 
outcomes. QRP-L dies or it lives and grows. If I make a mistake, then that 
is my mistake and I'll take the responsibility. QRP-L is going to die if the 
current state continues. (Would you like cheese with that whine sir?) :-) 


So here are some simple starting points. 


1. Only the following topics below may be posted for the time being. 
All posts by individuals shall have as the first string of characters 
(all in upper case) one of the following strings listed below and 

the contents of the message shall be restricted to same. Any 
deviation will be met with serious consequences. Any attempt to 
circumvent this list will result in removal of the individual or 
group of individuals from the group. So start immediately using this 
list for postings. I am asking for voluntary compliance at this time, 
but reserve the administrative task of forced compliance for later. 

I may miss the deadline for the digest, so the digest readers 

will not find out about this for the next 24 hrs. So no 

net police activity from anyone other than myself relating to this 
matter. Please....... I will be copying to them as soon as they 
post. 


The following will also allow those who can and do use mail 
filter mechanisms to add or delete those areas for which they 
have interest or no interest in receiving. 


Follow the topic with a short note relative to the contents. 


ELMER100: beginning topics relative to a project for newbies 
ELMER200: topics on oscillators and SPICE modeling of circuits 
ELMER300: discussion of a complete xcvr like the 2N22/40 

with other numbers to added in this group of ELMER topics. 


MANHAT : discussion of the Manhattan Style of construction. 
Note that Ugly construction and deadbug styles may be 
apropos to this discussion. The postings will be mainly 
Manhattan style but may be modified for the other types of 
building styles. 

HB: homebrew discussions 

HELP: Request for help on a QRP item. No non-QRP requests. 

CONTEST: any announcement of a QRP related contest. Post contest 
discussion and scores to be posted on QRP-F. 

CLUB: for discussion of clubs, club events, and meetings 


ANT: antenna discussions 


RCVR: receiver discussions 

XMTR: transmitter discussions 

XCVR: discussion of transceivers 

KITS: discussion of a specific kit or kits. 

REVIEW: a formal review article written up in detail. Review of a 


product that is QRP related. This may be a book, kit, paddle, 
or other amateur related item of interest to QRPers. 


NILS: This is a special classification for Nils, our resident expert 
on the farout discussions. There is to be no followup by anyone 
on his postings. They can stand on their own. :-) 
This is for historical preservation of his unique line of postings. 
Consider Nils our FARSIDE expert..... :-) 

PROP: Propagation reports from Paul Harden, NA5N, and others. 

ARCHIVES: Where in the archives references exist for information. 

FOX: Foxhunt postings of logs and results from foxii. Also schedule 
postings and changes. Hunters should take their post fox discussions 
to QRP-F. 


OK, the above is the current list and I will post it weekly until the 
group learns it and uses it. If you wish to post and you don't find the 
topic in the above, then don't post it. Take it to QRP-F. And if you 
really feel strongly about it, then save it to a file and then send it to 
me direct for review. I will approve or not approve it and you can then 
see about taking it to QRP-F if not approved for QRP-L distribution. 


No more OT: in the subject line(s) for off topic discussions. 


HELP should be related to issues with getting something to work, etc. 
Parts identification issues not found in the ARRL HB or NAS5N's book 
should be done on the web as they are most likely not QRP related. 


Email to me offline if there is something that I obviously left out that 
should still be continued on QRP-L. I make mistakes and may add it 

with a posting and/or correction to this list. Such changes will not be 
made immediately. Any email that copies this in its entirety get the 
delete key without even a scan by me. 


OK, for those of you that can only do email. I know you don't like this. 
But I figure you have chosen not to spend the money to do web based 
browsing for whatever reason. That is your choice. It is like 

choosing not to belong to a club and not subscribe to their newsletter. 
You won't get the news unless you make the jump to the web. 

Education is expensive no matter how you get it. 


The following areas are now off limits for discussion on QRP-L. 


Postings on DX spots. 


Postings on foxhunt that says that tonights fox is now at 7.042MHz 
and working the west coast...... 


No postings asking for QSL routes. There are other places for this. 
Requests for computer help. 


Flame wars on any topic. Now it is OK to have someone post 2+2=5 
and you come along and mathematically prove that 2+2=4, but back up 
such corrections with fact and don't say XXX who posted the error is 
an idiot. Be kind and be gentle. Use good scientific methodology 
in any discussions and corrections. 


No requests for help where it is obvious the posting individual has not 
done their homework. You must own a late issue of the ARRL Handbook and 
know where to find information in it. There is no excuse not to have one. 


No requests for where do I find xxx on the web. That is the purpose of 
the multitude of search engines. 


Posts with references to URLs shall post such references with the 
COMPLETE URL, 


http: //www.qsl.net/k7qo 


is such an example. This so that we don't have to bring up a browser 
and type it in with the missing http:// string, etc. 


No posting of "come visit my web page and its updates". 


Commercial posts shall be restricted to one per month per company. 
No exceptions. 


No posts without specific references as to where you got your facts 

or the math to prove your point. We don't want to see "I know that 

I read about that, but I forgot where and I don't remember who said it..". 
Do your research and come back when you have the facts straight. 


No ‘atta-boys', ‘me too', etc. 


NO DUPLICATION OF PREVIOUS POSTS. Reference the author and their 
call and the subject and then make your point. 


Digest readers. Do not post to QRP-L about any post you are reading 
until you have read the entire current and previous days postings if 
you are that far behind. The topic has probably been beat to death. 


o No more virus posts, no Y2K, etc. 


o Signature MUST have name, call if apropos, city and state/country. 
Limit of three lines and no graphics. No more dinasours, etc. 
No exceptions as I have heard all the complaints about this over the 
years and it has to stop. Long lists of clubs and membership numbers 
are being ignored anyway..... 


o No test messages. 


o No more 10 meter beacon reports. We know you own a receiver and 
mine isn't as good as yours and I'm in the wrong place at the wrong 
time.... :-) There is a 10-10 group for this. 


OK, this posting may sound like I've gone over the deep end. I assure that 
I have not (I'm in denial) :-). We just need to get back to the basics 

and that we are gonna do. One thing that you can say about QRP-L. It 

has increased everyone's reading speed or you're using the delete key 

a lot. Hopefully the above changes will reduce the traffic significantly 
and the signal-to-noise ratio will get back to a reasonable level and 

the technical level will sharply increase. 


Let's all try this format and make a serious effort to get back to the 
basics. I can't think of too many topics that haven't already been 
discussed to death..... #0) We need to get back to building and 
experimenting and I don't want to keep doing the admin stuff that 
takes up a lot of my time. Please.

I see a definite decrease in observed marker amplitude as I step through 
the markers from 100 KHz to 5 KHz - I think it's just a question of 
having 10 or 20 times as many markers to spread the same energy over.
